WAR ON ALFALFA HOPPERS.

Three-Cornered Yellowish-Green In- 
sects hare Made their Appearance 
) in Southern Virginia. 

[Washington Star:] Three-cornered 
alfalfa hoppers, small, yellowish-green 
insects which obtain their food by 
sucking the sap of the plants attacked, 
are receiving the attention of the De- 
partment of Agricu on re- 
quest of the alfalfa growers of South- 
ern Virginia. Because the alfaifa 
hoppers puncture the stems of the 
Plants and thus drink the pure, un- 
polluted sap, they cannot be poisoned 
by arsenical sprays as can army 
worms. 

“The local outbreak in Virginia,” 
states the office, of information of the 
Department of ‘Agriculture, “is prob- 
ably due to the peculiar meteorologi- 
cal conditions prevailing during the 
past year. A mild, short winter was 
followed by an unusually hot, dry 
summer, both of which conditions 
favored the extreme multiplication of 
the species. A publication dealing in 
detail with the economic and biologi- 
cal aspects of the three-corn al- 
falfa hopper is being prepared by the 
United States Department of Agricul-

Novel Construction that can be put 
Together with Wrench and Screw-

of light, rust-proof metal. In thie 
framework are fitted the huge porce- 
lain panels, half an inch thicx, six 
feet Jong and three feet wide, wetgh- 
ing five pounds to the superficial foot,

“Porcelain is non-absorbent, tnsect 
and germ proof, fireproof and washa- 
ble, and it makes possible for ali a 
perfectly hygienic home. As for 
warmth—an inch-thick wall of pure 
porcelain glazed on both sides is bet- 
ter able to keep out cold than an 
eighteen-inch brick wall. With bricks 
and mortar it takes months to erect a 
house of, say, five rooms; a porcelain 
house of the same size can be put up 
in a few hours.”

A study of. the census mortality statistics for 1912 
shows the assertions of Captain Hobson to be ridiculous. 
In the registered area from which health statistics are re- 
ceived, representing two-thirds of the entire population, 
there were 833,215 deaths in 1912, about one-third as 
many as Captain Hobson attributes to alcohol. Of this 
total 204,639 were children under 5 years of age; 216,184 
were persons who had the age of 65; 28,000 died 
between the ages of 5 and 14. Deducting this from the 
total leaves 390, 000 deaths between the ages of 14 and 65. 
As 142,000 died between the ages of 50 and 65, this would 
leave a total of 248,000 deaths of people who would come 
within the danger line of alcohol, from moderate drinking. 
This applies to two-thirds of the population. Applied to 
the whole country it would show that the total deaths be- 
tween the ages of 14 and 50 would be 372,000 or a little 
over 1000 every day from all, causes, instead of 2,000 
every day from alcohol.

Jury's Verdict 


MRS. PRO W IS CONVICTED 


OF ATTEMPTED POISON ING. 


RS. NETTIE PROW, 64 years-of 
age, was convicted yesterday aft- 
ernoon by a jury in Judge Craig's 
court on a charge of placing poison 
in tempting red apples .and 

them into the adjoining yard of M. A. 
Blanchard, father of three children, 
who are alleged to have annoyed Mra. 
Prow. The jury was out one hour. 

When the verdict was announced 
Mrs. Prow grasped the handles of her 
chair, threw back her shoulders and 
kept her eyes straight to the front. 
Her daughter rushed to her side and 
patted her on the back. She did not 
speak but nodded her head. 

The verdict was a great surprise to 
Mrs. Prow’s attorneys, who expected a 
disagreement. Their client will be 
sentenced November 6. Her attorneys 
will apply for probation. The crime 
is punishable by imprisonment in the 
penitentiary from one to ten years. It 
ia the first trial in California under 
the law against poisoning food. 

Mrs. Prow’'s defense was that she 
was not in the back yard at the time 
the apples were thrown into the
